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Information  regarding  current  changes  in  the  consumption  of  "butter 
and  eggs  v.'ould  he  of  grer t  value  to  dairy  and  poultry  intv3rests.    For  the 
most  part,  however,  no  such  information  has  been  collected  and  compiled, 
la.rgely  because  the  sources  of  data  are  so  numerous  and  widely  scattered. 
Accordingly,  consumption  data  have  been  limited  mostly  to  per  capita  studies 
made  through  special  surveys  covering  a  stated  period,  with  results  usua,lly 
available  only  after  a  considerable  lapse  of  time  following  the  particular 
period  to -which  they  apply.  ,  ■ 

A  study  made  at  Chicago  in  1939  "by  v;hat  is  now  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Administration  indicated  thr\t  useful  information  regarding 
changes  in  consumption  for  that  market  would  result  from  weekly  reports  of, 
tho  quajititics  of  butter  and  eggs  moved  into  retail  channels.     This  seemed 
possible  beca;ase  of  the  setup  of  tho  local  ma.rkot,  in  which  thrrc  is  a 
fairly  wide  distribution  of  chain  stores,  and  in  vrhich  independent  stores 
are  generally  suiDpliod  by  a  relatively  fcv;  of  the  larger  wholesale 
distributors.    Accordinglj'',  such  a  report  was  inaugi.iratcd.     Though  weekly 
reports  do  not  show  actual  movements  into  consumption,  they  do  sho\-j 
movements  into  retail  stores,  and  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  these  movements 
reflect  the  movements  out  of  the  retail  stores  and  into  the  hands  of 
consumers,  for  as  a  rule,  retail  stores  ca.rry  relatively  small  inventories 
of  butter  ajid  eggs. 

.     "  Sources  of  Information 


Types  of  dealers  in  Chicago  from  v/hich  the  wecklj^  "m.ovcment"  . 
information  is  obtained  are  chaan  store  organizations,  milk  distributors, 
and  wholcsa.le  butter  and  egg  distributors  (in  their  jobbing  capacity). 
Several  large  chain  store  groups  with  strictly  centralized  buying, 
together  with  some  super-store  organizations  with  a»  smaller  number  of 
units,  a^re  included.     Cooperative  burying  organizations  (voluntary  chrdns) 
are  not  included,  since  individua.l  member  stores  of  these  orgajiiz actions 
are  usually  privileged-  to  make  their  purcha^ses  through  sources  other  than 
the'  central  unit,  axid,  therefore,  reports  from  such  orgajiizations  would 
■'not  be  compamblc  'over  a  period  of  time.     The  milk  .distributor  group  is.  a 
source  oif  information,  beca^use  butter  and  eggs  a.rc  distributed  to  consumers 
on  retail  milk  routes.     The  wholesale  distributor'  group  is  used  a.s  a 
source  of  information  with  respect  to  sales  to  independent  retail  stores. 
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and  to  institutions,  hospitrds,  hotels,  and  rcstaurpjits.    Altogether,  tho 
coverage  of  tho  Chicago  report  now  includes  8  chain  store  companies, 
representing  about  1,500  units,  5  milk  distributing  conpanies  with  a.hout 
2,100  routes,  and  11  wholesale  butter  and  egg  distributors.

Use  of  Current  Releases 


A  study  of  the  weekly  reports  since  they  have  been  released  shows 
that  there  are  occa.sionally  rather  wide  variations  in  the  ojiantities  of 
butter  and  eggs  moved  into  retail  channels  weekly.     Those  variations 
apparently  reflect  changes  in  consumer  buying  practices,  changes  in  actual 
consumer  reqiiirements,  increased  buying  at  times  under  the  stimulus  of 
specially  advertised  prices,  etc.     Changes  in  the  number  of  chain  stores 
included  each  week  are  so  small  as  practically  to  eliminate  this  latter 
factor  as  a  cause  for  the  variations.     Because  of  v.reck-to-weck  variations 
which  do  occur,  it  is  not  always  possible  to  gain  a  true  picture  of  the 
current  trend  by  comparing  successive  weeks.     One  practical  me.nns  of 
handling  such  f igureS' i n  order  to  make  them  more  useful  for  . this  pusposo, 
is 'the  use  of  a  moving  ■.average  that  covers  several  siiccessive  v;ccks. 
Thus,  the  weck-to-weck  changes  are  absorbed  in  the  average,  and  a  smoother 
.trend  is  indicated.'    Whether  the  period  covered  by  such  an  average  shall 
be  a  short  one  or  a  long  one  depends  uiDon  the  needs  of  the  individual. 
For  the  producer  or  distributor  who  must  follow  current  conditions  closely, 
the  period  must  be  neither  too  long  nor  too  short.     If  too  long,  the 
resulting  averages  x^rill  not  lend  themselves  to  cvirrent  use,  and  if  too  short, 
a;  picture  of  the  immediate  seasonal  trend  ma.y  not  bo  shovm.    As  a  practical 
basis  from  the  standpoint  of  current  operations,  a  period  of  4  weeks  appears 
to  be  long  enough  to  absorb  the  sharp  v/eeklv  changes  which  may  occur,  and 
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yet  not  so  long  as  to  obscure  seasonal  changes. 

"The  actual  v/eekly  movements.,  of  huUer  and  eggs  into  retail  channels

In  addition  to  showing  current  weekly  and  seasonal  changes  taking 
place  in  a  given  yenr,  the  weekly  roiDorts  are  also  of  vrlue  in  showing  trends 
in  a  given  year  compared  with  those  of  other  years.    Thus,  the  follov/ing 
charts  covering  the  years  1939,  1940,  1941,  and  the  first  half  of  1942  show 
not  only  the  similarity  of  weekly  and  seasonal  trends,  "but  also  thn.t  the 
trend  of  quantities  moving  into  rotail  channels  has  been  generally  lower  each 
successive  year  in  relcation  to  the  previous  year.

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Reports  such  a,s  these  provided  at  Chica.go  cannot  "be  provided  for 
every  market.     In  cities  where  there  is  a  prcpondcrajicc  of  independent 
retail  stores/  adequate  coverage  would  ho  difficult.     In  cities  whore  chain 
stores  are  unevenly  di strihuted?  or  in  which  there  arc  Large  areas  with  a 
minority  of  chain  stores,  the  reports  could  not  properly  reflect  city-wido 
movements.     In  cities  whore  voluntary  chains  pre  importaJit  retail  outlets, 
the  problem  of  providing  such  reports  is  complicated  by  the  fact  that 
individual  stores  belonging  to  those  prganiza.tions  may  obtain  their  supplies 
of  butter  and  eggs  throuf;'i  their  centralized  buying  and  distribution,  or 
by  direct  purchases.     These  tv;o  methods  of  purchasing  make,  for  a  degree  of 
uncertainty  when  it  .comes  to  utilizing  any  inform  ,tion  that  might  be  obtained 
either  from  the  central  distribution  office  or  through  a  selected  sample 
group  of  stores. 

Other  Indications  of  Consumi.^t ion 

In  the  a.bscnce  of  current,  up-to-the-minute  information  regarding 
movements  of  various  products  into  actual  consumption,  it  has  been  a  common 
practice  on  the  part  of  some  industries  to  use  .other  tj^es  of  related 
information  as  indications  of  current  consumption  changes.  Calculated 
trade  output  has  been  used  with  a  fair  degree  of  siicccss,  for  some  markets, 
while  in  others,  the  use  of  this  type  of  information  as  an  indication  of 
consumption  has  serious  limitations.     Trade  output  for  a  given  market  is 
a  figure  calcv.lated  by  combining  market  receipts,  and  changes  in  local 
storage  and  current  trading  stocks.     In  a  market  like  Chicago  which  is  a 
major  shipping  center,  it  is  obvious  that  trade  output  is  not  likely  to 
reflect  local  consximption,  for  Icargc  quantities  of  products  rrc  moved  out 
of  local  cold  storages  during  -the  year  for  shipment  to  scattered  consuming 
centers  over  the  country.    On  the  other  hand,  current  trade  output  will 
more  nearly  reflect  consumption  in  a  market  from  v/hich  there  is  relatively 
little  distribution  to  outside  points.     In  these  cases,  however,  the  use 
of  trade  output  reflects  trends  rcathcr.  than  absolute  volume.
